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PREFACE. 



My principal reason for undertaking the present work 
was the impossibility of finding a Latin Grammar adapted 
to the mode of instruction pursued in the department of the 
Grammar-School committed to my charge ; for the true end 
of an elementary Grammar is to give the beginner an in- 
sight into the mechanism of the language, and by being 
drilled in this he will insensibly acquire a sure knowledge 
of fundamental principles. With this view I have rejected 
whatever will not be immediately needed by the pupil, and 
have supplied progressive lessons to familiarize him with 
the inflections and mechanical structure of the language. 
Where I have departed from the usage of this country, as 
in applying significant names to the conjugations of the verbs, 
I owe it to the kind suggestion of Professor Anthon, and it 
needs no other sanction. The rules of Syntax have been 
adopted with but little change from those of Dr. Adam, which, 
though they might be generalized into a much smaller com- 
pass, are nevertheless best adapted to the capacities of young 
scholars in their present form. Should this work meet the 
approval of other instructors, and the wants of other pupils, 
I shall be gratified. If it should not, I shall still have no 
cause of regret, so long as the interest of those whom I 
instruct is promoted, and their progress in the language 

accelerated.

The letters are the same as in the English language,

Six of them are vowels ; yiz. a, e, i, o, «, j^ ; the rest are 
consonants. 

Two vowels joined in one sound make a diphthong.

COMPARISON OF ADJECTIVES. 

The comparison of adjectives is the expression of their 
signification in different degrees.* 

There are three degrees of comparison, the pontwe^ 
comparative^ and superlatwe. 

The positive degree is the unchanged form of the adjec- 
tive. 

The comparative increases or diminishes the signification 
of the positive. 

The superlative increases or diminishes the signification 
of the positive to the highest or lowest degree. 

FORMATION OF THE DEGREES. 

The comparative is formed from the first ease of the 
positive ending in >, by adding the syllable or for the mas- 
culine and feminine, and us for the neuter. The superlative 
is formed^ from the same case, by adding sHmus; thus, 
dUus^lagh; gen. aUi; comparative, al^i-or, or, ««; superla- 
tive, aUi-asimus,

VERB. 

The verb expresses what is affirmed of any person or 
thing. 

Verbs are divided, according to their signification, into 
Active^ Passive^ and Neuter. 

Active verbs express action, and are either TransiHve or 
ItUraruiiive. 

Transitive verbs represent the action as passing over to 
an object ; as amo te, I love thee. 

Intransitive verbs represent the action as confined within 
the agent ; as currOf I run. 

Passive verbs express the receiving of an action ; as 
amoTi I am loved. 

Neuter verbs express either simple existence, or existence 
in a particular state ; as eumf I am ; darmio^ I sleep. 

There are some verbs in Latin which, with a passive 
form, take an active or neuter signification. They are 
called Deponent verbs, and resemble, in some respects, the 
Middle Verbs in Greek. 

A few which are called Neuter Paesvoes have a passive 
form in the perfect, but follow the active form in the other 
tenses. 

The verb is varied or declined by Vokee^ Jtoods^ 
Tenses^ Numbers, and Persons. 

There are two voices ; Active and Passive. 

The moods are four ; Indicativef Suljunctivef Imperative, 
apd In/Ssntive. 

The tenses are seven ; Presmtt^ Imjferfectj Aori^y Psf- 
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fect^ Pluperfect^ Firsi JFWire, and Seemid FiOure, The 
Aorist and Perfect have the same form. 

The numbers are two ; Singular and Plural. 

The persons are three ; Flrsiy Second^ and Third. 

CONJUGATION OF THE VERB. 

There are in Latin four conjugations, or modes of form- 
ing the tenses of the verb. The oldest of these, and that 
from which the others are derived, is the Stem Conjugation^ 
commonly known as the Third. It is characterized by e 
short in the penult of the infinitive. The other three are 
formed by contraction from this, and take their names from 
the prominent vowel. 

The K Conjugation, commonly called the Second, has e 
long in the penult of the infinitive. 

The ▲ Goi^ugation* otherwise called the First, has a 
long. 

The I Conjugation, otherwise the Fourthf has i long. 

FORMATION OF THE TENSES.

PARTICIPLES. 

A Participle is a kind of Adjective formed from a Verb^ 
which in its signification implies time. 

Latin Verbs have four Participles^ the present and future 
active ; as, Legens, reading ; hcturus, about to read ; and 
the perfect and gerundive passive; as, lectus^ read; Ic' 
gendus, to be read# 

Neuter Verbs have commonly but two Participles ; as, 
SSdens^ sessurus; stans, sta turns. 

Deponent Verbs have commonly four Participles ; as, 
Ldquens, locuturus, locutua^ loquendus. 

If from the signification of a Participle we take away 
timej it becomes an Adjective^ and admits the degrees of 
comparison. 
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GERUNDS AND SUPINES. 

Gerunds are participial words, which bear the significa- 
lion of the verb from which they are formed; and are de- 
clined like a neuter noun of the second declension, through 
all the cases of the singular number, txcept the vocative. 

Supines have much the same signification with Gerunds ; 
and may be indifferently applied to any person or number. 
They agree in termination with nouns of the fourth declen- 
sion^ having only the accusative and ablative cases.

ADVERBS. 
Adverbs, Prepositions, Conjunctions, and Interjections, 
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being words that are neither declined nor conjugated, are 
called by grammarians Particles {pariicula), small parts 
of speech. 

Adverbs are those particles which qualify Verbs, Parti- 
ciples, Adjectives, and other Adverbs. 

The following list^ontains most of the Adverbs, except 
such as are formed from Adjectives, Substantives, and Par- 
ticiples, which may be known by the character of their ter- 
mination ; those ending in «, o, tf«, urn, and ter, being usually 
formed from Adjectives ; and those in im from Substantives 
or Participles; as, docte^ learnedly; dto^ quickly; citiuSf 
more quickly ; primum, first ; felicUer^ happily ; conjunctim^ 
conjointly.

SYNTAX. 

Syntax teaehes to put words rightly together in sen- 
tences. 

Words in sentences have a twofold relation to one 
another ; namely, that of Concord or Agreement; and that 
of Government or Influence. 

Concord is the agreement of one word with another in 
some accidents ; as, in gender, number, person, or case. 

Government is the influence which one word exerts over 
another, requiring it to be put in a certain case, or mood. 

CONCORD.
